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sven now, the government has not compensated 
them with anything, as if they are not its 

ga jects, Thus, their only means of livelihood 
is smuggling for the Jews! 


"ioe be to the state which disavows its sons in 
the face of its enemies, Hunger and misery will 
drive them - by tene of thousands - to serve 
its enemies at its expense. This is a sickly 
state, “oe be to the state wich commits such 
blunders, while no one in it feels or thinks of 
the consequences! 


“Indeed, this state ig heading toward a collapze 

if it fails to dress the wounds of its sons and to 
console them in their calamity so that they will 
become a wall against and not a hole for the evemy!”

But after e 
post mortem exemination, two openings were found at the tem~ 
ples. It wes then ascertained that death wes due to dlood 
donation. Later, several other coppses were found in the sce 
condition. The blood drewn had been used for the treatment 
of wounded Jewish officers,and soldiers. ‘Thus the Zionists 
had not hesitated to commit another terrible orime in the 
Holy Lande 


They know only too well thet the big powers are support- 
ing them and in their favor. These big powers have been con- 
tent with witnessing the realization and developent of this 
State of Israel, the creation of which has meant for the Arabs 
the end of perce and marked the beginning of en ere of violence 
and unrest.

Hs then seyved as a member of severeh cabinets, occupying in 
turn Enucation, the Interior, Foreign affairs, and once more 
Education. At the same time, he was often entrusted with 
wavions delicate missions to Areb countries where his strong 
personelity wor hin the profound and sincere esteem of ail

To complete thigtiographical sketch of the Prine Minis- 
ter, it is worth mentioning that he obtained in 1941 the 
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rectorship of the syrian University. He is well-versed in 
coer and French literatures. ne has an excellent know- 
ledge of English.

Mit STORY OF Tis COUP 


"The Coup was contemplated on the day when Faysal 
al-tAsali, the Deputy of dabadani, and the Chief of the so- 
called Socialist Cooperative Varty, attacked tne army in 


Parlianent. 
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Parliament. ‘The Commander of the Amy. gathered around hin 

the senior Aymy officers at his HQ in Gunaytra and talked to 

them of the seriousness of the situation, as it has never 

happened in the history of any country that a member of Parliament 
attacked the Aymy in this painful manner. Za'im was furious, 

and the army was excited. The conversation centered aromi the 
"Soup" which in fact dominated their minds. 


The faithfulness of Zatim and his devotion to his homeland 
mede him smooth down the atmosphere and contemplate the 
submission of a “Note ef Protest" to the President of the 
Kepublie. - The Note was then drafted and the Colonel, whom I 
(kallas), accompanied, took it on the second day to the 
President. Zatim handed over the Note and expressed to the 


' President the dee; impression which this onslaught had made on 


the army officers and mone 


We expected a reaction to tiis note and congern on the 
part of the President. Instead, the President said: "Is this what 
has happened to the “rmy? Have the officers begun lixe the 
Mukhtars preparing petitions?,.." This was a sufficient proof 
of their indifference and unconcera, although the note actually 
contained “a final warning". Had they studied it, they would 
have realized the insinuation in its lines. In addition, rumors 
were spread the same day to the effect that once the truce 
was ¢oncluded, those officers who signed the Note would "be 
dealt with." 


Realizin; the extent of the disgust and discontent among 
the army officers and men, Dr. Izzat Tabba' called on the 
Presidents of the Republic and expressed to Lin, as a devoted 
officer in the army, the pained feelings dominating aruy 
personnel and urged the exhaustion of all efforts to give 


his attention to the army Voraander and his courageous officers, 


The President then ordered my presence. I went to the 
Residence late at night and talked to him in the presence of Dr, 
Major Tabbat and advised him to give considerution to the 
army's note of protest. The conversation lasted uitil 1:00 am. 
in the morning. I then proceeded to Nadi alssafa to dine with 
Dz. Tabba'. maediately after my arrival I was called. by 
Col, Zatim. I left at once for Yunaytra which I reached by 
@awn.e In the mornin: I returned to Damiscus with Colonel Zatim. 


The situation worsened when, food arrived very late to 
the units at the front, and when Major Bustani and his colleagues 
kutad burabi, and Hasan Ghanim were arrested, Officoss rejected 
responsible positions preforing penalties for insubordination 
to the prison fate with their friends. all army activities 
were consequently inturrupted. ‘the Graduates of the iiilitary 
Academy were neglected for four months, during which time 
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they Temained, as ‘arrant officers instead of being promoted 
as Second lieutenants. 


The disgust and pain of Husni al-Zatim roached its climax 
on March 29, 1949. at 10:00 a.m. he proceeded to wunaytra, to 
put the Goup in final forme Everybody inquired about his 
whereabouts. They were told he was at wunaytra, at tlhe front 
lines inspecting the troops, etCeccee while in fact he was 
working out preparations for the Coup. By 3:00 pem. all 
Selephone and wireless communioations connecting Damascus with 
the outside world weve interrupted. Nobody felt the interruption 
aug nobody abteapted t inquiret.ce.e.. 


At 11:30 pom. Col. Zatim left wunaytra for Damascus 
accompanied by senior Army officers. I passed the same evening 
with Captain Hagan al Abid, the abC of the Prime Minister. 
Colonel Zatin gave his last orders in detatis. He ordered a 
detachtient to occupy the Presidency and arrest President 
Guwwatli, a second dstachnent to ocoupy the house of the Prine 
Minister, a third to take over the Police Direotorate, 4 
fourth to enter the Hy of the Gendarmerie, a fifi to arrest 
the Direotor of Police and a sixth to arrest the Commandant 
of the Gendarmeric. ; 


Orders to march were given at 2:30 aem. and fn about one 
hour the Coup was completed. Col. Zatin arrived at the Police 
Lirectorate and called me there. I found axran Hawreni drafting 
the comunigués which were broadcast early in the morning. The 
Uslonel then orderad me to call on the President at the Mazzah 
airport and arrange for his transportation to the Hospital. 
Loosing at the hospital building the President inquired: where is 
the flag?™ The army units had in fact ordars to hoist the flag 
early in the morning ahd Lower it at sunsets ‘the time was too 
garly then.

BIOGRACHY Ob HUSNI aL-ZAtIM: 


Alif Bat: Husni son of Shayah Rida aleaatim was born in 

Aleppo [8s9. From his maternal side he bolongs to a. noble 
Damascene family known as “Kam Almaz” of causasian origin, His 
3rand-mother belonged to the well known hurdish family "“Al-Buzo". 
Completing his preliminary studies in the sivuhbtasab Gchool in 
akyol in aleppo, Husni satim entered ule-kashidiya military 

scnool at Ferafra as was customary then among the notables, He 
was then sent to Rashidiya military School in Damascus. His 
application to the Intermoalate Military School was refused in 
view of his weax complexion and his being underweictht. In 1912 
his father, Shaykh ida al-datin, went to Istanbul and influenced 
his friend, Defense Minister late anwar Pasha, to order the 


adnittance 
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admittance of his son to the Intermediate School at Aderna. 

Ty 19L3 young Husni was admitted and then transferred to the 
Intermediate School in Damascus where he proved intelligent and 
unning » 


In Decembor 25, 1925 he was sent to Istanbul again to 
further his military taining. He graduated as darrant 
officer and was promoted to Second Lieutenant {n Avril 1917 to be 
sont to Medina to join the military staff of General Fakhri 
kasha, He remained there until 1919 when the Ottoman arny 
surrendered. He was imprisoned at Tarra, near Cairo until 
September 12, 1949 when he returned to Damascus and joined the 
Arab Army of King Faysal. Ne resigned later in view of the 
instability and bad organization of this army. 


In October 15, 1920 he was recalled and sent to the Military 
School for one year training after which time he was sent to Beizut, 
end then te Palmyra where he was ehtrusted with the Command of 
Meharistes forces. 


He served in valmyra for two years and then requested his 
transfer on medioel grounds. He was given the comand of the 
Yirst Legion's 4th Battalion at hiyak. In 1924 he was 
transfetred to Homs ae first Lieutenant, 


In 1928 ho was promoted to Captain and extrusted with the 
Couwmand of a Unit of the #ifth Legion at Alexandrettae 


In 1934 he was promoted to ilajor and sent to vyvancs to 
further his military traininge “hen he returned he was giver 
sharge of the fifth Legion which constituted un independent 
aray unit. In view of VYrance's special policy toward the Liwa 
of Alexandretta, Ilusni Zatim's pro-national tendencies could 
not be tolerated by his fxenoh superior who ordored his transfer 
to Damascus and he was cherged with the vommand of the 3rd 
Legion 


In 194] he was further promoted. «as a Lt. Colonel 
Commanding the army legion of Damascus he fought to the inst 
bullet the Gnglish and Yree~French invading forcos, despite the 
cease-fire orders which were issued to him. Upon the 
occupation of the country, he was called to the audience of 
General Collet who harbored hatred and disgust against this 
Syrian Cosmander, le was sentenced to tern years prison by 
a pacsed l’rench iiilitary Court. apter 27 months of li-~ 
orisonment and upon the lapse of Collet's power, he was 
Teleased but placed ut enforead rosidence at Rayfun, a Lebanese 
sumer Tesort, then at beirut under close observation. During 
tunis period his sentence was re-examined and his ranx and 
Heese were restored to him. He returned to Damascus in 
19404 


In the sawe year he was charged with the Command of the 
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3rd Batallion at the Kuhafazat of Uuphrates wituout being 
granted the rank which he lad reached. «although the Council 

of State had considered his case and had restored to hin his 
rights, the slinistry of Defense delayed the execution of the 
Gouncil's decision. ke was later ordered: to preside over 

the Military Court at Aleppo, a post which he refused. He 
remained without a post for one year with his ordinary rank pay. 


In October 24, 1947 tne Government wanted to benefit from 
his talents and experience. It charged him with the Directorate 
f Police and Yublic Security. In May 30, 1938 he was called 
te the Presidency of the Republic and entrusted with the 
Voruiand of the army and armed Forces, 


In January 17, 1949, he held a meeting at «unaytra and 
planned Coup d'iitat waich he carrieu out in March 30, 1949. 
In April 17, he took over the vrine Uinistry, Ministry of 
Interior, and Defence. In dune 25, 1949 he was automatically 
elected resident of the Syrian republics by secret direct vote 
of the population, :

Prio« to the announceuzent of the results of the Presidential 
elections, H.k. the «resident of the Kepublic outlined his 
future policy in an exclusive interviow held with the 
correspondent of the Vamascus vaily, Al Nasr: 


The Avabs, said wresident 4atim, are now living in a poisoned 
atuosphere. ‘hey are all, without exception, suffering fro 
external as well as inter.al crises. whe: only hope of salvation 
lies in strength, intergrity, ana collaboration. In vyria, my 
my pohicy ains at internal organisation, application of the laws, 
equality, and freedom which does not conflict with the interests 
of the state. ‘this policy is also to be accompanied by a desire 
for progtess, in the moral, social, and economic conditions of 
the countrys I do not favour petty party quarrels. lhey are 
most detrimental to weak states. Nor do I favour factions 
tendencies, or any grouping of classes I do not o pose canltalism 
wliich upholds the industry of the country and aims at the 
public good and the welfare of the nation. But I do oppose 
if if it is exploted with a view to serving the interests of 
only a limited number of individuals, 


AS regards my foreign policy, I have outlined it in an 
interview recently held with Mr, Little, the Director of the 
arab News Agency, in the Middle gst, This policy is clear 
and straisht forward, it leaves no roo for anbiguity. 

Tt is bound to urge our friends to have confidence in us and in 
our future. Our firendship with other states will be base. on 
the principle of mutual benefit, which will assit us in the 
éevelopuent of our country, and the strengthening of our aroye 
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Iam of the epinion that the loss of relestine has been due, not, 
te international politics, but to the fact that no Arubd state 
Gould, alone by itself, occupy Falestine. 


I intend to maxe of Syria the stronghold of the Arab 
movement for liberation, To-day we are not in a position to 
indulgs ourselves in luxuries and enjoyment. ive are still ina 
Stste of war, and o.y army is still at the front, liabie to 
he culled upon to partake in a trial of strength, The victorious 
nablons in the lust war, did not achieve theix victory by 
icgthargy or extravagance, but only after having dedicated all 
thelr Tesources and wealth to the machinery of war. ‘the conqucred 
nations, on the other hand, cannot redean their former prestige 
and power, except through retioning und maxing preparations for 
a new trial of strength. It is in power that the Syrian people 
nave their only chants. 


I will devote all ny talents and abilities to the services 
of the people so as to assit them to reach the position to which 
they have long aspirec. “4he Syrian, Arad, and Foreign states 
will soon realise that the coup dtetat, far frou being a 
transitory and futile undertaking, is the beginning of an era 
or glory and prosperity, 


At one time, Damascus was the capital of the arab world. 


I hope that the realisation of our projects fdr progress am 
development, will help her reguin its ancient position.
